WASHINGTON W) — The"1 Very 


vagueness of the Eisenhower 
ad- 


ministration's intentions of defend- 
ing the Queraoy and Matsu islands 
from 
Red Chinese attack 
could 


lead to serious trouble. 


The administration has explicit- 


ly stated it will defend Formosa, 
where 
Chiang 
Kai-shek's 
mam 


lorces are, and the Pescadores Is- 
lands. It has 
been 
consistently 


vague about defending 
Chiang's 


other islands, including the Quemoy 
&nd Matsu groups. 


If the Reds guess wrong — if 


.hey attack and find it has been 
the administration's determined but 
so far unexpressed policy to de- 
lend those islands then the United 
States will be in at least a limited 
war with China. 


The 
administration 
apparently 


las decided to take that risk for 
reasons of its own. One of those 
reasons, perhaps, is the hope that 
as long as the Communists 
are 


lorced to guess they will be cau- 
tious and not take chances. 


They have 
already 
t a k e n 


chances. They attacked and cap- 
tured one of Chiang's smallest Is- 
lands, 
Yikiangshan. 
Then 
they 


pegged shots at the Tachen Is- 
lands. They were allowed to take 
them too when 
Chiang's 
forces 


pulled out. 


In both cases the administration 


said the islands weren't import- 
ant to the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores. Perhaps the ad- 
ministration will do the same and 
say the same if Quemoy and Mat- 
su are attacked. 


But Secretary of State Dulles in 


a speech this week indicated —al- 
though he didn't say flatly — that 
Quemoy and Matsu would not 
be 


surrendered to serve as stepping 
stones for a Red attack on For- 
mosa. 


In his speech he did not close 


the door to the possibility (he Reds 
might be given Matsu and Que- 
moy if they agresd through a cease- 
fire not to attack Formosa. But 
he didn't exactly say that either. 


If the administration had 
told 


the 
Chinese Communists 
they 


could have to fight the 
United 


States to get the offshore islands 
the. Reds might then have felt they 
had to fight 
or lose face. That 


may have been one reason 
for 


not 
being too explicit. At 
the 


same time, if they had been flat- 
ly warned, 
they 
might have 


barked off. 
' But the United States also has 
a -face - raving 
problem in

Orient. The influence of the Chi- 
nese Communists among 
Asians 


undoubtedly increases with 
every 


inch of real estate' they grab from 
under America's nose by talking 
tough.

Already that fear 
has mounted to the danger point."

of the Arkansas

Amendment 43. which would have 
reformed

laws. 


As far 
as the 
legislature 
is 


concerned, of course, the sales tax 
on poultry and livestock feed has 
bean repealed — but this action is

in the lower house, 


artd therefore the repealer will be 
referred to the general election oE 
November 1956 . . . which cancels 
the repealer until the people have 
spoken.

The Star's position on all these

WASHINGTON W) — The"1 Very 


vagueness of the Eisenhower 
ad- 


ministration's intentions of defend- 
ing the Queraoy and Matsu islands 
from 
Red Chinese attack 
could 


lead to serious trouble. 


The administration has explicit- 


ly stated it will defend Formosa, 
where 
Chiang 
Kai-shek's 
mam 


lorces are, and the Pescadores Is- 
lands. It has 
been 
consistently 


vague about defending 
Chiang's 


other islands, including the Quemoy 
&nd Matsu groups. 


If the Reds guess wrong — if 


.hey attack and find it has been 
the administration's determined but 
so far unexpressed policy to de- 
lend those islands then the United 
States will be in at least a limited 
war with China. 


The 
administration 
apparently 


las decided to take that risk for 
reasons of its own. One of those 
reasons, perhaps, is the hope that 
as long as the Communists 
are 


lorced to guess they will be cau- 
tious and not take chances. 


They have 
already 
t a k e n 


chances. They attacked and cap- 
tured one of Chiang's smallest Is- 
lands, 
Yikiangshan. 
Then 
they 


pegged shots at the Tachen Is- 
lands. They were allowed to take 
them too when 
Chiang's 
forces 


pulled out. 


In both cases the administration 


said the islands weren't import- 
ant to the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores. Perhaps the ad- 
ministration will do the same and 
say the same if Quemoy and Mat- 
su are attacked. 


But Secretary of State Dulles in 


a speech this week indicated —al- 
though he didn't say flatly — that 
Quemoy and Matsu would not 
be 


surrendered to serve as stepping 
stones for a Red attack on For- 
mosa. 


In his speech he did not close 


the door to the possibility (he Reds 
might be given Matsu and Que- 
moy if they agresd through a cease- 
fire not to attack Formosa. But 
he didn't exactly say that either. 


If the administration had 
told 


the 
Chinese Communists 
they 


could have to fight the 
United 


States to get the offshore islands 
the. Reds might then have felt they 
had to fight 
or lose face. That 


may have been one reason 
for 


not 
being too explicit. At 
the 


same time, if they had been flat- 
ly warned, 
they 
might have 


barked off. 
' But the United States also has

of the Arkansas 


Icjjralnlurp, now stalling its nrxt- 
to-last week, the people can

course of events when they defeated 
Amendment 43. which would have 
reformed 
the 
property-assessing 


laws. 


As far 
as the 
legislature 
is 


concerned, of course, the sales tax 
on poultry and livestock feed has 
bean repealed — but this action is 
notified 
because the 
emergency 


clause failed 
in the lower house, 


artd therefore the repealer will be 
referred to the general election oE 
November 1956 . . . which cancels 
the repealer until the people have 
spoken.

legislature in the final weeks.

The Star's position on all these 


proposals, whether to increase a 
taA or let someone out of paying a 
tax, is plain-spoken and tough:

WASHINGTON W) — The"1 Very 


vagueness of the Eisenhower

ministration's intentions of defend- 
ing the Queraoy and Matsu islands 
from 
Red Chinese attack 
could 


lead to serious trouble. 


The administration has explicit- 


ly stated it will defend Formosa, 
where 
Chiang 
Kai-shek's

lorces are, and the Pescadores Is- 
lands. It has 
been 
consistently 


vague about defending 
Chiang's 


other islands, including the Quemoy 
&nd Matsu groups. 


If the Reds guess wrong — if 


.hey attack and find it has been 
the administration's determined but 
so far unexpressed policy to de- 
lend those islands then the United 
States will be in at least a limited 
war with China. 


The 
administration 
apparently 


las decided to take that risk for 
reasons of its own. One of those 
reasons, perhaps, is the hope that 
as long as the Communists 
are 


lorced to guess they will be cau- 
tious and not take chances. 


They have 
already 
t a k e n 


chances. They attacked and cap- 
tured one of Chiang's smallest Is- 
lands, 
Yikiangshan. 
Then 
they 


pegged shots at the Tachen Is- 
lands. They were allowed to take 
them too when 
Chiang's 
forces 


pulled out. 


In both cases the administration 


said the islands weren't import- 
ant to the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores. Perhaps the ad- 
ministration will do the same and 
say the same if Quemoy and Mat- 
su are attacked. 


But Secretary of State Dulles in 


a speech this week indicated —al- 
though he didn't say flatly — that 
Quemoy and Matsu would not 
be 


surrendered to serve as stepping 
stones for a Red attack on For- 
mosa. 


In his speech he did not close 


the door to the possibility (he Reds 
might be given Matsu and Que- 
moy if they agresd through a cease- 
fire not to attack Formosa. But 
he didn't exactly say that either. 


If the administration had 
told 


the 
Chinese Communists 
they 


could have to fight the 
United 


States to get the offshore islands 
the. Reds might then have felt they 
had to fight 
or lose face. That 


may have been one reason 
for

lands. It has

vague about defending 
Chiang's 


other islands, including the Quemoy 
&nd Matsu groups. 


If the Reds guess wrong — if 


.hey attack and find it has been 
the administration's determined but 
so far unexpressed policy to de- 
lend those islands then the United 
States will be in at least a limited 
war with China. 


The 
administration 
apparently 


las decided to take that risk for 
reasons of its own. One of those 
reasons, perhaps, is the hope that 
as long as the Communists 
are 


lorced to guess they will be cau- 
tious and not take chances. 


They have 
already 
t a k e n 


chances. They attacked and cap- 
tured one of Chiang's smallest Is- 
lands, 
Yikiangshan. 
Then 
they 


pegged shots at the Tachen Is- 
lands. They were allowed to take 
them too when 
Chiang's 
forces 


pulled out. 


In both cases the administration 


said the islands weren't import- 
ant to the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores. Perhaps the ad- 
ministration will do the same and 
say the same if Quemoy and Mat- 
su are attacked. 


But Secretary of State Dulles in 


a speech this week indicated —al- 
though he didn't say flatly — that 
Quemoy and Matsu would not 
be 


surrendered to serve as stepping 
stones for a Red attack on For- 
mosa. 


In his speech he did not close 


the door to the possibility (he Reds 
might be given Matsu and Que- 
moy if they agresd through a cease- 
fire not to attack Formosa. But 
he didn't exactly say that either.

.hey attack and find it has been 
the administration's determined but 
so far unexpressed policy to de- 
lend those islands then the United 
States will be in at least a limited 
war with China.

las decided to take that risk for 
reasons of its own. One of those 
reasons, perhaps, is the hope that 
as long as the Communists 
are 


lorced to guess they will be cau- 
tious and not take chances.

They attacked and cap- 
tured one of Chiang's smallest Is- 
lands, 
Yikiangshan.

pulled out. 


In both cases the administration 


said the islands weren't import- 
ant to the defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores. Perhaps the ad- 
ministration will do the same and 
say the same if Quemoy and Mat- 
su are attacked. 


But Secretary of State Dulles in 


a speech this week indicated —al- 
though he didn't say flatly — that 
Quemoy and Matsu would not 
be 


surrendered to serve as stepping 
stones for a Red attack on For- 
mosa. 


In his speech he did not close 


the door to the possibility (he Reds 
might be given Matsu and Que- 
moy if they agresd through a cease- 
fire not to attack Formosa. But 
he didn't exactly say that either. 


If the administration had 
told 


the 
Chinese Communists 
they 


could have to fight the 
United 


States to get the offshore islands 
the. Reds might then have felt they 
had to fight 
or lose face. That 


may have been one reason

by Gov. Orval Faubus today at 
the top of his "priority" list of leg- 
islation. 


The governor said at his news 


conference that those two meas- 
ures are more badly needed than 
any other bill pending, including 
the proposal for temporary 
in- 


creases in the state 
sales 
tax. 


However, he listed proposed legis- 
lation-to force an equalization • of 
property assessments at the local 
lebel as "must" legislation, 
and 


said "I'll take that anywhere on 
the list." 


Faubus said the tobacco tax bill, 


which would impose a 20-per cent 
state tax :on cigars, chewing and 
pipe tobacco and snuff, and the 
income tax measure, are absolute- 
ly necessary to make up the four 
million dollars between the. state's 
current rate of spending and 
its 


over-all revenue. 


"If sufficient revenue 
measures 


are enacted, present allotments to 
the schools should be no less than 
they have been for the last ""two 
years," Faubus said. "If no new 
money is made available there is 
a chance .that 
schools will have 


to take a cut." 


A total of $29,700,000-was ap- 


propriated for each of the past two 
years but the schools actually Col 
lected only §28,200,000. Faubus saidd 
that if the two general 
revenue 


bil slwere not passed the stjte 
would be hard put to 
maintain 


that level without'deficit spending! 


"As unpleasant as taxes are,, they 


are necessary if we are going to 
have state services," said Faubus 


There .is no easy way out, we 


have to pay for them." 


Faubus listed the two bills for 


temporary sales tax increases im- 
mediately behind the tobacco tax 
and income tax bills in the mat- 
ter of priority. One of these meas- 
ures would increase the sales tax 
from two to three per cen tfor a 
period of two years;, the other 
would 
levy the same increase 


over a 13-month period. 


Both bills are desigived to pro- 


vide stop.-gap aid until the schools 
can obtain more 
local 
revenue 


through the proposed forced 
in- 


crease 
in property 
assessmem 


equalization. 


Faubus. has estimated that each 


of the bills will provide an ad- 
ditional $10,300,000 annually for the 
schools. He said two day that or- 
ganized education forces are going 
to press for the two-year tempor- 
ary boost, but the governor ~ is 
known to favor the increase for 
only 13 months. 


Faubus declined to make a pre- 


diction on whether or no the sales 
tax increases would pass. 
When 


asked if he would support them 
with the same "vigor" which he 
supported a bill to exempt poultry 
and livestock feed from the cur- 
rent sales tax, Faubus grinned and 
said, "No comment." 


The governor said he had no 


legislation "of great importance" 
other than his tax program to of- 
fer to the Legislature, which has 
only 2Vj weeks left in the session. 


Asked if he did not consider his 


proposed 
re-organization of

Fiscal Code as priority legislation, 
Faubus said, "I think it will pass. 
If it doesn't I can operate the state

bacco tax bill and lower stale in- 
come tax exemptions were placed 
by Gov. Orval Faubus today at 
the top of his "priority" list of leg- 
islation. 


The governor said at his news 


conference that those two meas- 
ures are more badly needed than 
any other bill pending, including 
the proposal for temporary 
in- 


creases in the state 
sales 
tax. 


However, he listed proposed legis- 
lation-to force an equalization • of 
property assessments at the local 
lebel as "must" legislation, 
and 


said "I'll take that anywhere on 
the list." 


Faubus said the tobacco tax bill, 


which would impose a 20-per cent 
state tax :on cigars, chewing and 
pipe tobacco and snuff, and the 
income tax measure, are absolute- 
ly necessary to make up the four 
million dollars between the. state's 
current rate of spending and 
its 


over-all revenue. 


"If sufficient revenue 
measures 


are enacted, present allotments to 
the schools should be no less than 
they have been for the last ""two 
years," Faubus said. "If no new 
money is made available there is 
a chance .that 
schools will have 


to take a cut." 


A total of $29,700,000-was ap- 


propriated for each of the past two 
years but the schools actually Col 
lected only §28,200,000. Faubus saidd 
that if the two general 
revenue 


bil slwere not passed the stjte 
would be hard put to 
maintain 


that level without'deficit spending! 


"As unpleasant as taxes are,, they 


are necessary if we are going to 
have state services," said Faubus 


There .is no easy way out, we 


have to pay for them." 


Faubus listed the two bills for 


temporary sales tax increases im- 
mediately behind the tobacco tax 
and income tax bills in the mat- 
ter of priority. One of these meas- 
ures would increase the sales tax 
from two to three per cen tfor a 
period of two years;, the other 
would 
levy the same increase 


over a 13-month period. 


Both bills are desigived to pro- 


vide stop.-gap aid until the schools 
can obtain more 
local 
revenue 


through the proposed forced 
in- 


crease 
in property 
assessmem 


equalization. 


Faubus. has estimated that each 


of the bills will provide an ad- 
ditional $10,300,000 annually for the 
schools. He said two day that or- 
ganized education forces are going 
to press for the two-year tempor- 
ary boost, but the governor ~ is 
known to favor the increase for 
only 13 months. 


Faubus declined to make a pre- 


diction on whether or no the sales 
tax increases would pass. 
When 


asked if he would support them 
with the same "vigor" which he 
supported a bill to exempt poultry 
and livestock feed from the cur- 
rent sales tax, Faubus grinned and 
said, "No comment." 


The governor said he had no 


legislation "of great importance" 
other than his tax program to of- 
fer to the Legislature, which has 
only 2Vj weeks left in the session. 


Asked if he did not consider his 


proposed 
re-organization of 
the 


Fiscal Code as priority legislation, 
Faubus said, "I think it will pass. 
If it doesn't I can operate the state

bacco tax bill and lower stale in- 
come tax exemptions were placed 
by Gov. Orval Faubus today at 
the top of his "priority" list of leg- 
islation. 


The governor said at his news 


conference that those two meas- 
ures are more badly needed than 
any other bill pending, including 
the proposal for temporary 
in- 


creases in the state 
sales 
tax. 


However, he listed proposed legis- 
lation-to force an equalization • of 
property assessments at the local 
lebel as "must" legislation, 
and 


said "I'll take that anywhere on 
the list." 


Faubus said the tobacco tax bill, 


which would impose a 20-per cent 
state tax :on cigars, chewing and 
pipe tobacco and snuff, and the 
income tax measure, are absolute- 
ly necessary to make up the four 
million dollars between the. state's 
current rate of spending and 
its 


over-all revenue. 


"If sufficient revenue 
measures 


are enacted, present allotments to 
the schools should be no less than 
they have been for the last ""two 
years," Faubus said. "If no new 
money is made available there is 
a chance .that 
schools will have 


to take a cut." 


A total of $29,700,000-was ap- 


propriated for each of the past two 
years but the schools actually Col 
lected only §28,200,000. Faubus saidd 
that if the two general 
revenue 


bil slwere not passed the stjte 
would be hard put to 
maintain 


that level without'deficit spending! 


"As unpleasant as taxes are,, they 


are necessary if we are going to 
have state services," said Faubus 


There .is no easy way out, we 


have to pay for them." 


Faubus listed the two bills for 


temporary sales tax increases im- 
mediately behind the tobacco tax 
and income tax bills in the mat- 
ter of priority. One of these meas- 
ures would increase the sales tax 
from two to three per cen tfor a 
period of two years;, the other 
would 
levy the same increase 


over a 13-month period. 


Both bills are desigived to pro- 


vide stop.-gap aid until the schools 
can obtain more

revenue 


through the proposed forced 
in- 


crease 
in property 
assessmem 


equalization. 


Faubus. has estimated that each 


of the bills will provide an ad- 
ditional $10,300,000 annually for the 
schools. He said two day that or- 
ganized education forces are going 
to press for the two-year tempor- 
ary boost, but the governor ~ is 
known to favor the increase for 
only 13 months. 


Faubus declined to make a pre- 


diction on whether or no the sales 
tax increases would pass. 
When 


asked if he would support them 
with the same "vigor" which he 
supported a bill to exempt poultry 
and livestock feed from the cur- 
rent sales tax, Faubus grinned and 
said, "No comment." 


The governor said he had no 


legislation "of great importance" 
other than his tax program to of- 
fer to the Legislature, which has 
only 2Vj weeks left in the session. 


Asked if he did not consider his

Fiscal Code as priority legislation, 
Faubus said, "I think it will pass. 
If it doesn't I can operate the state

come tax exemptions were placed 
by Gov. Orval Faubus today at 
the top of his "priority" list of leg- 
islation. 


The governor said at his news 


conference that those two meas- 
ures are more badly needed than 
any other bill pending, including 
the proposal for temporary 
in- 


creases in the state 
sales 
tax. 


However, he listed proposed legis- 
lation-to force an equalization • of 
property assessments at the local 
lebel as "must" legislation, 
and 


said "I'll take that anywhere on 
the list." 


Faubus said the tobacco tax bill, 


which would impose a 20-per cent 
state tax :on cigars, chewing and 
pipe tobacco and snuff, and the 
income tax measure, are absolute- 
ly necessary to make up the four 
million dollars between the. state's 
current rate of spending and 
its 


over-all revenue. 


"If sufficient revenue 
measures 


are enacted, present allotments to 
the schools should be no less than 
they have been for the last ""two 
years," Faubus said. "If no new 
money is made available there is 
a chance .that 
schools will have 


to take a cut." 


A total of $29,700,000-was ap- 


propriated for each of the past two 
years but the schools actually Col 
lected only §28,200,000. Faubus saidd 
that if the two general 
revenue 


bil slwere not passed the stjte 
would be hard put to 
maintain 


that level without'deficit spending! 


"As unpleasant as taxes are,, they 


are necessary if we are going to 
have state services," said Faubus 


There .is no easy way out, we 


have to pay for them." 


Faubus listed the two bills for 


temporary sales tax increases im- 
mediately behind the tobacco tax 
and income tax bills in the mat- 
ter of priority. One of these meas- 
ures would increase the sales tax 
from two to three per cen tfor a 
period of two years;, the other 
would 
levy the same increase 


over a 13-month period. 


Both bills are desigived to pro- 


vide stop.-gap aid until the schools 
can obtain more 
local 
revenue 


through the proposed forced 
in- 


crease 
in property 
assessmem 


equalization. 


Faubus. has estimated that each 


of the bills will provide an ad- 
ditional $10,300,000 annually for the 
schools. He said two day that or- 
ganized education forces are going 
to press for the two-year tempor- 
ary boost, but the governor ~ is 
known to favor the increase for 
only 13 months. 


Faubus declined to make a pre- 


diction on whether or no the sales 
tax increases would pass. 
When 


asked if he would support them 
with the same "vigor" which he 
supported a bill to exempt poultry 
and livestock feed from the cur- 
rent sales tax, Faubus grinned and 
said, "No comment." 


The governor said he had no 


legislation "of great importance" 
other than his tax program to of- 
fer to the Legislature, which has 
only 2Vj weeks left in the session. 


Asked if he did not consider his 


proposed 
re-organization of 
the 


Fiscal Code as priority legislation, 
Faubus said, "I think it will pass. 
If it doesn't I can operate the state

bacco tax bill and lower stale in- 
come tax exemptions were placed 
by Gov. Orval Faubus today at 
the top of his "priority" list of leg- 
islation. 


The governor said at his news 


conference that those two meas- 
ures are more badly needed than 
any other bill pending, including 
the proposal for temporary 
in- 


creases in the state 
sales 
tax. 


However, he listed proposed legis- 
lation-to force an equalization • of 
property assessments at the local 
lebel as "must" legislation, 
and 


said "I'll take that anywhere on 
the list." 


Faubus said the tobacco tax bill, 


which would impose a 20-per cent 
state tax :on cigars, chewing and 
pipe tobacco and snuff, and the 
income tax measure, are absolute- 
ly necessary to make up the four 
million dollars between the. state's 
current rate of spending and 
its 


over-all revenue. 


"If sufficient revenue 
measures 


are enacted, present allotments to 
the schools should be no less than 
they have been for the last ""two 
years," Faubus said. "If no new 
money is made available there is 
a chance .that 
schools will have 


to take a cut." 


A total of $29,700,000-was ap- 


propriated for each of the past two 
years but the schools actually Col 
lected only §28,200,000. Faubus saidd 
that if the two general 
revenue 


bil slwere not passed the stjte 
would be hard put to 
maintain 


that level without'deficit spending! 


"As unpleasant as taxes are,, they 


are necessary if we are going to 
have state services," said Faubus 


There .is no easy way out, we 


have to pay for them." 


Faubus listed the two bills for 


temporary sales tax increases im- 
mediately behind the tobacco tax 
and income tax bills in the mat- 
ter of priority. One of these meas- 
ures would increase the sales tax 
from two to three per cen tfor a 
period of two years;, the other 
would 
levy the same increase 


over a 13-month period. 


Both bills are desigived to pro- 


vide stop.-gap aid until the schools 
can obtain more 
local 
revenue 


through the proposed forced 
in- 


crease 
in property 
assessmem 


equalization. 


Faubus. has estimated that each 


of the bills will provide an ad- 
ditional $10,300,000 annually for the 
schools. He said two day that or- 
ganized education forces are going 
to press for the two-year tempor- 
ary boost, but the governor ~ is 
known to favor the increase for 
only 13 months. 


Faubus declined to make a pre- 


diction on whether or no the sales 
tax increases would pass. 
When 


asked if he would support them 
with the same "vigor" which he 
supported a bill to exempt poultry 
and livestock feed from the cur- 
rent sales tax, Faubus grinned and 
said, "No comment." 


The governor said he had no 


legislation "of great importance" 
other than his tax program to of- 
fer to the Legislature, which has 
only 2Vj weeks left in the session. 


Asked if he did not consider his 


proposed 
re-organization of 
the 


Fiscal Code as priority legislation, 
Faubus said, "I think it will pass. 
If it doesn't I can operate the state

come tax exemptions were placed 
by Gov. Orval Faubus today at 
the top of his "priority" list of leg- 
islation. 


The governor said at his news 


conference that those two meas- 
ures are more badly needed than 
any other bill pending, including 
the proposal for temporary 
in- 


creases in the state 
sales 
tax. 


However, he listed proposed legis- 
lation-to force an equalization • of 
property assessments at the local 
lebel as "must" legislation, 
and 


said "I'll take that anywhere on 
the list." 


Faubus said the tobacco tax bill, 


which would impose a 20-per cent 
state tax :on cigars, chewing and 
pipe tobacco and snuff, and the 
income tax measure, are absolute- 
ly necessary to make up the four 
million dollars between the. state's 
current rate of spending and 
its 


over-all revenue. 


"If sufficient revenue 
measures 


are enacted, present allotments to 
the schools should be no less than 
they have been for the last ""two 
years," Faubus said. "If no new 
money is made available there is 
a chance .that 
schools will have 


to take a cut." 


A total of $29,700,000-was ap- 


propriated for each of the past two 
years but the schools actually Col 
lected only §28,200,000. Faubus saidd 
that if the two general 
revenue 


bil slwere not passed the stjte 
would be hard put to 
maintain 


that level without'deficit spending! 


"As unpleasant as taxes are,, they 


are necessary if we are going to 
have state services," said Faubus 


There .is no easy way out, we 


have to pay for them." 


Faubus listed the two bills for 


temporary sales tax increases im- 
mediately behind the tobacco tax 
and income tax bills in the mat- 
ter of priority. One of these meas- 
ures would increase the sales tax 
from two to three per cen tfor a 
period of two years;, the other 
would 
levy the same increase 


over a 13-month period. 


Both bills are desigived to pro- 


vide stop.-gap aid until the schools 
can obtain more 
local 
revenue 


through the proposed forced 
in- 


crease 
in property 
assessmem 


equalization. 


Faubus. has estimated that each 


of the bills will provide an ad- 
ditional $10,300,000 annually for the 
schools. He said two day that or- 
ganized education forces are going 
to press for the two-year tempor- 
ary boost, but the governor ~ is 
known to favor the increase for 
only 13 months. 


Faubus declined to make a pre- 


diction on whether or no the sales 
tax increases would pass. 
When 


asked if he would support them 
with the same "vigor" which he 
supported a bill to exempt poultry 
and livestock feed from the cur- 
rent sales tax, Faubus grinned and 
said, "No comment." 


The governor said he had no 


legislation "of great importance" 
other than his tax program to of- 
fer to the Legislature, which has 
only 2Vj weeks left in the session. 


Asked if he did not consider his 


proposed 
re-organization of 
the 


Fiscal Code as priority legislation, 
Faubus said, "I think it will pass. 
If it doesn't I can operate the state

He said that prop- 
erty assessments had increased 
somewhat in Arkansas but it was 
apparent the ad valorem tax could 
not hope to carry a modern school 
program and it was therefore nec- 
essary to advocate increasing the 
stale sales tax to 3% at this time. 


I was chosen to make the major 


rebuttal for opponents of the sales 
tax increase. I reminded the aud- 
ience that 20 years ago this very 
month I testified in the same room 
in behalf of the Hall 2% state sales 
tax to help the public schools—and 
therefore I had a preeminent right 
to examine the history of what has 
happened in Arkansas in the 20 
years since that measure became 
law in March 1935. 


It was stipulated, 20 years ago, 


that the 2% tax would be tempor- 
ary, that 70% of its revenue would 
go to education, and that an effort 
.would be 
made to 
reform 
the 
'state's property assessment laws 
so property would bear its fair 
share of the cost o£ government. 


Twenty years later, I reported, 


the tax is permanent, less than 50% 
of it is now going to the public 
schools—and the adjusted total of 
property assessments in Arkansas 
is1 less than half of what it was 
back in 1929 before enactment of a 
sales .tax. 


I criticized so-called friends of 


.he public schools for shirking the 


of assessing taxes against prop- 


erty, which is wealth, in favor of 
the easier road of jacking up the 
tax burden on the food and cloth' 
ing which propertyless people have 
to buy in order to exist. 


And I ridiculed the assessment 


totals which Mr. Patterson and the 
Gazette have been falsely repre- 
senting to the state as "not such a 
bad job." The fact is, I told Ihe 
audience, that the 1953 dollar totals 
XJH assessments have to be reckon 
*ied in terms of 40c-dollars comput- 
ed wilh 1929's lOOc-dollars. Roos- 
evelt officially cut,the dollar to GOc 
jn^hc 1930's, and inflation has fur- 
ther reduced it to 40c. My own 
county of Hempstead, I said, had 
$8,132,592 in assessments in 1929, 
and $9,995,705 in 1953—but when 
this latter figure is properly ad- 
justed it shrinks to less than $4,- 
000,000, only half of the 1929 total.
